Applicant's argument does not deemed persuasive to place the application in condition for allowance. Applicant argues that Raabe 
and Cox et al. do not teach and suggest the particular claimed spring action, it is not deemed persuasive because: first, Raade teaches 
all structrual limitaions as claimed and discloses that the brace strut (F) is slideably connected to the rib by a slide "in order to prevent the 
umbrella from turning insideout". Therefore, Radde's ribs generally can be reversed in the event of a wind gust. However, the brace strut 
(F) is sildablly connected to the rib such that the brace strut generally provides a suitable spring action to the ribs and spreader with 
respect to a wind gust . Cox is used to teach the frame of a umbrella including ribs, spreaders and braces being formed by plastic that 
would proivde a lihgtweight frame as claimed invention. Secondly, claim 1 does not claim the ribs and brace struts being made of plastic. 
Therefore, the rejection is deemed proper.
